Their superstition makes them regard as ili-' 
vinilics all phenomenal children, principally 
such as r.re born with a larger number of fin- 
gers or toes than is natural to them. Accord- 
ing to their belief, il is a presage of great hap- 
piness for their family. As to those that tire 
altogether deformed — such cases arc very rare 
— or whose constitution does not appear to fit 
them for the kind of life they would have to 
lead, l hey make way with them, either by 
breaking their limbs or smothering them; they 
then carry them to a distance and nbandon 
them, without burial, to the wild dogs and 
birds of prey. If the innocent little creature 
is considered worthy to live, it becomes from 
that instant the object of the whole love of its 
parents, who, if necessary, will submit them- 
selves to the greatest privations to satisfy its 
least wants or exactions. They place their 
new born on a small ladder, which serves it 
instead of a cradle. The upper portion of its 
little body rests on the cross pieces or rounds 
ranged close together, and covered villi sheep 
skin, while the lower part is inclosed in a sort 
of hollow formed by other cross pieces below 
the uprights.

THE TREASURER S ANNUAL REPORT. 

We are indebted to James W. Tate, State 
Treasurer, Torn 'copy of his Annual Report 
of the finariceVuf the State from October lltli 
1870 to October 10th, 1871. As usual with 
such reports, the one before us is a plain busi- 
ness document, which speaks for itself — being 
simply a statement of account, without cont- 
inental)- or suggestions— it being recognized 
asconaing more within the province ot the 
Auditorto make recommendations in respect to 
the financial p diry or necessities of the State, 
while the Treasurer, as the in re disbursing 
officer of the State, is looked to only lor the 
safe keeping or preper paying out of l»e 
money alter it comes into his hands. 

The Report consists, fiist, of a balance 
sheet, showing the receipts and dUburae- 
ments ol the past fiscal year in the Revenue 
Department Proper— the amounts being cred- 
ited or charged under tho various heads 
Then wc have a statement of the Sinking 
Fund and School Fund, respectively, show- 
ing receipts and expenditures duiing the year 
in each and balance lo credit of each fund at 
the end of each month. The remainder of 
the Report is occupied with a tabular state- 
ment f r each month in the year, showing 
the receipts and expenditures itemized under 
the different heads, thus enabling any one, 
with very little study, to see, at a glance, 
the whob operations of the office uuiing the 
past year. 

We find, by reference to the Report, that 
there was in the Treasury on the 10th Octo- 
ber, 1871, a total of $482,012 72, credited 
as follows :

The Tichborne Case. 

a COMPLETE HISTORY OK THE GREAT CASE — 
"BARONET OR RCTCHER?" 

(From the New York Times ) 

The famous case of Tichborne vs. Lushing- 
ton has beiui resumed in London, and it if 
thought will soon be enlivened by Important 
discoveries. Our readers will remember thai 
the case beg^n May 10, and continued, almost 
from day to day, until July 7. Jodie, jury, 
and counsel were, by that time, so exhausted 
thai an adjournment hecim? indispensable. 
Itoth sides were willing, since each hoped, in 
the interval, to secure conclusive testimony. 
Public excitement ran high at the time of the 
tiial, has abated but little since, and is now at 
r greater pilch than ever. 

The extraordinary confidence of partisans 
respecting the chief matter in dispute, the

There line 
been several times when it has seemed that the 
identification of th» plaintiff with Orton must 
be conclusively established. Hut now it is] 
thought his counsel will play a crushing turnip.

Yet Ihe adverse law- 
yers are not unprepared even for this. Sup- 
pose an alleged tbton appears, why should he 
be a real Orion ?

AN EXCURSION TO CALIF0BNIA- 

I left my hearers on "the back-bone of crea- 
tion" in my last Communication; as it is unde- 
niably a sharp place, and one where a man 
don't Cud much meat and bread, the sooner I 
pet them away the better for them. 

On getting from the back-bone we went by 
Wash-a-Kie Station, Red Desert, and Table Rock 
to Bitter Creek Station — we passed a section of 
country called the Red Desert, from the red j 
barren soil. It has in it alkali lakes, without 
any outlets, and reminds one cf the condition 
Phil. Sheridrn left the Shenandoah Valley in, j 
after he passed through it — a country "a crow [ 
can't pis3 over unlesj he carries his rations 
with him." 

Olf to the left of Table Rock, red sandstone 
bluff or hllli arc seen of pretty considerable 
height in places. Much heavy work had to be 
done in making the road through this region ; 
nt Bitter creek the company have machine 
shops, and a house for engines. As we passed 
from here, we went down ISittfr Creek valley to 
Greeu river, fitly or sixty miles. The blurts 
come close to the creek on both sides, and 
nothing but alkali dirt, sage brush, and rocks 
are to be_seeii, exeepl here end there the marks 
of the old Slage road; the railroad pa SSI S | 
Black lluttcs, Uallville, Point of Rocks, and 
several other unimportant stations, to Green 
river. Not fur fiom Uallville and the Black 
Buttes, coal of good quality is found in great 
abundance From Point of Rocks stages run 
daily to Sweet Water mines. These mines are 
worked only as surface mines, «s yet, and un- 
til shaft-mining is testeu the full value of them 
cannot be known. 

There is a lake in this region called Buffalo j 
Bull lake, ahout Which there is a legend

aiiiTingH tbe Indians. The story is, that, after 
the Indians had killed all of his herd, the last . 
old bull plunged into this lake, where he has 
been Often teen, and frequently heard to bel- ' 
low. Some Indians once went out on [he ice 
and cut a hole to catch fish, when the bull 
made a roar under their feet, which made lliciu 
scamper, leaving everything behind. Since 
then they will mil venture on or in tbe lake. 

Green River City once bad a po; alation, it 
is said, of .-oine J,000 persons, occupying well- 
built, adobe houses — bur, now instead of a 
lew persons in tbe employment of the railroad, 
the adobe houses are deserted 

The river is passeil over on a well-made 
bridge, mid the road passes through heavy 
cuts and ru.is in sight of Ihe river lor 11 short 
distance, and then passes away tor miles over 
a barren soil. The descent was very gradual 
from Crestuii to tiroSU river. On leaving ihe 
river the ascent begins again, and we go up to 
Bryan, one of the regular eating station*, mid 

where there are machine-shops and a house to 

hold engines. Bryan is a station w here a con- 
■iderable amount of freight I* put oil for the 
Sweet Water mines, some eighty or ninety m'lei 
oil, mid from it lo those mines there is a daily 
line of stages. From Bryan the road goes up 
Black Fork of Green river, aud tue road to 
Sweel Water, some miles Irom Bryan, is 
plainly teen. 

The next station is Granger's, and We are 
then in Utah Territory, the land of the saints, 
where, if come of us were forty or more years 
younger, we would like lo tie.

To "Fake- Bntter and to Cure nam- 

At Iba Richmond, \" irg-inia, State fair, 
wiik-h lias just been held, Dr. J. A. Reid 
took (he first premium foi butter, and nude 
the following statement ol Ins cnotliod of 
making it : 

"We coo! llie milk as soon ns possible after it 
is milked ; a small portion of ice around Ibe 
pa8.s cools it very soon. The milk is allowed 
to stand about twenty-four hoars before it is 
skimmed ; and, if properly cooled when first 
niilked.it will not thicken or sour in that time 
in scarcely any weather in a well ventilated 
dairy. We use care in skimming to lake only 
the cream — the less milk «ilh the cream llie 
better. The cream is kept in pood stone j us, 
and churned as soon ai it begin! to tour, we 
use the barrel churn and nan, Hfty to sixty rev- 
olntiona per minute, with a steady, even stroke; 
it takes from thirty-five lo forly-live fninUteS 
to make the butter come. As soon as the 
granules begin to form, i! thejr are soft or of a 
whitish, creamy appearance, as they will be il 
the cruim is loo Warm, we cool down with the 
ice until they acquire a proper consistency. 

As soon ns Ibe churning is finished we draw 
oil' the buttermilk and press the whey all out 
of llie butter with the paddle ; it is then salted 
at the rate of one ounce of Salt to one pound of 
butler, which is well worked in Ihe butter. Il 
is then sel aside for six or ei^ht hours lor the 
salt to dissolve and the butler lo cool, when it 
is thoroughly worked mid pressed to <;et the 
whey all out of it, and packed down at once in 
stone j irs, using til? paddle and packer all the 
time, and Devtr touching it with the hand. An 
ounce of Salt is none too much, as a large por- 
tion of it is carried off with the winy in lite 
last working of the butter. As soon as the jar 
is filled a thick coat of salt is put over the top 
of it, then a piece of paper greased by dipping 
it in mellow stirt. a cup of butler is placed over 
the top ol llmi. then another fold o! paper, 
nnd ul! secured by lying a thick cotlou ciolli 
over tiie mouth of the jar. Hutier managed in 
this w.iy will keep from May until the next 
spring perfectly sweel. 

S. VV. Ficklin, ol Aibcmerle county, who 
took the first premium for hams, stated that lie 
cured them as follow : 

fur Bitch one b in li ed pound* of hams, ten 
pounds s::t. two ounces saltpetre, two pounds 
brown sugar and one ounce red pepper, and from 
four lo four and a half gnllbosuf water, or jusi 
enough to cover lite li »ius after being p.tckud 
in a water-tight vessel (or enough salt lo make 
a brine to Boat a fresh egg high enough or out 
of the water ) From live lo six weeks in brine, 
hang up, smoke and then put in papers, and 
bagged Willi the hock turned down, and hung 
till wauled. Uoil till well done.

Charlotte Russs. — Make sponge cuke 
Two cups Hour, two of sugar, four eg;'S, two 
thirds enp buUinij ii: iter (added to sugar and 
yolks), one teaspoon cream tartar, one ball 
teaspoon of soda; add whiles last. Spre.nl 
this verv thinly upon biscuit lins, and when 
baked and cool lit it in sn ips .around llie edge 
of oval tins. M y lins are of such n jise that 
I cut the eake oneo in two lengthwise, and the 
Iwo snips exactly lit inside them, both for 
length and width. The tilling is made as fbl 
lows: A Scant ounce of Cox's i.inglass or 
gelatine, Willi a teacup of cold water added ; 
let it stand an hour or more ; when needed, sel 
the bowl into a pan of boiling walei, and it 
will melt in a tVw moments. [Strain this fnto 
the rest when you add it.] Make a ladled 
custard of one and a half cups milk, four yolks 
of eggs, one teacup sugar, and let it get COoi. 
Heat the four whites very stiff. One pint of 
very nice cream, pith one leouUp ol w ine and 
one of IBgar, is beaten until very stilf, ami the 
ingredients mixed, lirs! IbeCUStard and It rallied 
gelatine, next whites, lastly cream, and a lit- 
tle vanilla. I use a whip for the cream which 
Screws upon the table, and is turned by a crank. 
It is invaluable. This Charlotte ItUSSS is very ; 
much liked, mil never fails with trie. Il is { 
necessary lo thoroughly mix the whole, and \ 
turn immediately into llie mollis. It congeals 
more readily upon ice.

He banks up the points early in the autumn, 
( i.l\ enough to keep Jheiu uptight; 01* pise lie 
sels ihein a fool apart eacb way when sel out, 
so that by standing so thick they rutl up with- 
out any banking at all. These are taken up 
on dry days only and set in very narrow i 
ditellCB, dug just as deep lis the length of tile 
plants — those for early Winter use about lh» 
end of October; those for midwinter about the 
10th of November Sud those lo last toward 
Bluing ns lain us Iba frost will permit, sat the 
20ih of November. They are set compactly 
together, upright, with no earth except what 
goes on the roots. The ground where Ihe 
plants stand must be high and dry, so that no 
water can ever stand in the ditches. The por- 
tion to be used eariy in winter will need but I 
little covering: but the covering lor flic real j 
must be gradually deepened, So as to exclude ■ 
tiie frost, unlil a foot or more in depth. For- 
est leaves would doubtless be best for this 
covering, l! must be H'pplled gradually, so as 
to allow some Ventilation nut] prevtut decay. 
Celery thus treated may be readily taken out 
when wanted. It will be understood thai the 
blanching process is completed while Ibe plants 
are in these trenches.
